:han fivo or six hundred am white. Now, it 
s a serious question whether f linve any 
•ight to sign any doouniLMi!; working such in- 
'ustico to my countrymen ns this now consti- 
tution would-do nt the iiib-tigation of tho 
meeting, moro than three-fourths of whoso 
members havo no say in this country's 
affairs.

STANFORD'S FIRST DOLLAR. 


Tho Railroad ]>I*KDato T«lls tho Story of 


HlH Boyhood pny«, 


. "I romember hoir I narncd my first dol- 


I^r,jiji3t as Tvcll as if it bud occurred yiis- 
t*Yday,"'3aid Iseantor Stanford fa conver- 
sation recently. "I was a farmer's son and 
I livecj oa my father's farm, in the Mo- 
hawk f alley, between Albany aad Schen- 
ectady. on what was then known as the 
ConSaul roaS. There were three brothers 
ot us, I was about C years old at the 
tiiuc. My father was a contractor and 
w'ds ubseut from home a good deal of the 
time, leaving the place iu charge ot the 
gardener, who went to the market at 
Scliencctady twice a week with a wagon- 
load of vegetables to sell at the market. 
One day my brothers and myselC gathered 
a lot.Qf horseradish in the garden, washed 
it c]leari and sent it to the market with the 
rest of the vegetables. When he ciune 
iflmo at niglit tic gurdeccr Imndcc'l us six 
York shillings, wlifeh wns the profit of 
our produce, acd we divided it evenly, 
each of us having two shillings. That 
was the first money I ever earned, and I 
icvcr sec a l>oy trying to ear a few pennies 
without feeling :i renewed gratification at 


y success in that endeavor. 
"My next financial endeavor," contin- 


ued the Senator, "was in 1831 or 1832. 
We hoys were in the habit of gathering a 
store of chestnuts every fall aud putting 
them in the garret for winter's use. One 
day our hired man cunie home from mar- 
ket aud told as a hit of gossip that chest- 
nuts were worth iJ5 a bushel in market. 
The next time the gardener went to town 
wo put what we had gathered 
in grain 


hags and sent them in by him. He sold 
them for $5 a bushel and brought its home 
$25, whlch-you, perhaps, can understand 
was a large sum of money for boys of 
our age in those days, when grown men 
were working for a shilling a day. 
Until 


1 went to Albany to study law in 184U, 
when I was 22 yours of age, I intended the 
country schools ami picked up the rudi- 
meiits of an education in them/ Iu tho 
summer I worked on a farm, and at times 
assisted ray father In his contracts, seeing 
a littlo of the world around inc. One win- 
ter, when I was about 18 years old, and a 
stout, vigorous boy, my father bought a 
,ot of woodland and told me that if I 
would cut the timber oft I might have the 
proceeds. 1 went to work with a. will and 
jut 2,000 cords that winter—not alone, but 
wilh the assistance of some men I hired. 
When the wood was cut I hauled it in to 
town and sold it to the Mohawk & Hud- 
son Kiver Knilroiul, now a part of the 
New York Central system. I made n profit 
of $1 a cord on the'transaction and lound 
myself the possessor of $2.000. 


"'After, finishing my studies in tho ofl'.ce 


of Whcaton. Doolittlo & Iladley in Al- 
bany, and being admitted to the bar, I got 
the Western lever, and started with an- 
other young man to the northern part of 
Wisconsin. I was not very successful as 
0 lawyer and used to write on political 
and other subjects, aud took a great iuter- 
estin the village de-baling societ3-and local 
politics. Several of my fellow-townsmen 
who wero similarly inclined joined with 
me in organizing n"company for the pur- 
pose of publishing a paper. I had n very 
narrow escape from becoming an editor. 
We learned that there was a press aud an 
outfit, of typo for sale in Milwaukee which 
could be had for $700. It was a long and 
tedious ride, and you may imagine my dis- 
appointment upon my arrival at my desti- 
nation to find that the press and outfit had 
been sold a few days before. 
The enter- 


prise was abandoned. I went back to the 
law, but soon after had another misfor- 
tune. The building in which I had my 
office burned, nnd wi'.h it all my books and 
wordly possessions, I was almost hopeless 
then, and gladly accepted an invitation 
from my brothers toj'oin them in Califor- 
nia. This was in ^.8ii2, four years after 
the discovery of gold on the Pacific slope1, 
and, packing up ihc few thinirs I had left, 
1 set out overland to the Golconda. Ar- 
riving there, I settled in a little town called 
Michigan Bluffs, in the mercantile busi- 
ness, and three years later moved to San 
Francisco, where'I have since lived."
